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£2 million 
boost for 
transport 
and town 
centres

MORE than £2 million has 
been set aside to improve town 
centres and transport services 
in Hammersmith and Fulham. 

The New Year cash boost is being 
funded by Transport for London and 
the Mayor’s Office in a bid to drive 
through key projects. 

The money will be put towards 
making roads safer, improving public 
spaces and promoting walkways and 
cycle routes. 

A total of £2.3 million will be 
spent in the borough, including 
£500,000 towards the introduction of 
20mph speed limits on all residential 
roads. 

The funding forms part of a £148 
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million package for improvement 
schemes across the capital in 
2016/17. 

Mike Brown, London’s transport 
commissioner, said the investment 
would bring “real improvements” for 
communities across west London 
over the coming year. 

“Working with west London bor¬ 
oughs, hundreds of transport projects 
will be delivered that will benefit 
pedestrians and road users, through 
safer streets and improved public 
squares and shopping areas. 

“These improvements will help 
transform communities and boost the 
local economy.” 

TfL has come forward with the 
cash to cover the cost of transport 
projects set out in Hammersmith and 
Fulham’s local implementation plan 
- detailed proposals setting out how 
projects will be intro¬ 
duced to support the

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Town Hall 
plan refused 

COUNCILLORS have refused to 
grant planning permission for 
a redevelopment of Fulham 
Town Hall. 

Dory Ventures, the 
American company that owns 
the building, had applied to 
demolish it and construct a 
new five-storey building in its 
place. The application also 
included plans for retail and 
restaurant space as well as 18 
new apartments. 

However, Hammersmith 
and Fulham council rejected 
the application, suggesting 
that it would cause "harm to 
the character, appearance and 
setting" of the building and 
the Walham Green 
Conservation Area. 

Urgent call to

TRAID charity shops in 
Hammersmith and Shepherd's 
Bush are collecting urgently 
needed supplies for Syrian 
refugees.

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Council tax cut but services protected 


THE Mayor of London has proposed to 
cut his share of the council tax in a 
draft budget that fulfils his manifesto 
commitment to reduce the mayoral 
share of Londoners’ council tax bills by 
ten per cent during his second term in 
office. 

If Boris Johnson’s Budget is ap¬ 
proved in February he will have saved 
a typical Band D council taxpayer 
around £500 over his eight years as 
mayor. 

In his final budget as mayor, Mr 
Johnson is proposing to reduce his 
share of the council tax bill by 6.4 per 
cent next year, a reduction of £19 to 
£276 for Band D taxpayers. The budget 
also includes plans to protect police of¬ 
ficer numbers and key transport im¬ 
provements while supporting the 
construction of a record number of new 
homes and creating thousands of new 
jobs. 

Mr Johnson, said: “This budget 
drives down council tax while protect¬ 
ing key services for Londoners. It is a 
plan that continues to look after the 
poorest and neediest and which creates 
new jobs and builds new homes. Not a 
penny will be squandered as we deliver 
the services and the improvements

needed. It is the right plan for London 
and the right plan for everyone with a 
stake in our great city.” 

The mayor’s draft 2016/2017 budget 
covers the entire Greater London Au¬ 
thority Group - including Transport for 
London, the London Legacy Develop¬ 
ment Corporation, the Metropolitan 
Police service and the London Fire 
Brigade. Its plans include: 

■ The continued delivery of around 
£418m of funding that is being used to 
support economic regeneration in the 
capital. 

■ The protection of police officer num¬ 
bers at around 32,000 including a rein- 
vigoration of neighbourhood policing 


by getting 2,600 extra officers into 
local neighbourhoods. Plus investment 
in the latest digital technologies such as 
body worn cameras. 

■ Investment in upgrading the Tube 
network including £250m on making 
more stations step free, the delivery of 
a northern Line extension to Nine Elms 
and Battersea and continued support 
for the delivery of Crossrail, which will 
increase London’s rail capacity by ten 
per cent. 

■ A £4bn investment on London’s 
roads. £913m is due to be spent on cy¬ 
cling improvements, £200m has been 
earmarked for bus priority schemes and 
800 New Routemaster buses will be 
delivered by 2016. 

■ Continuing the increase in the sup¬ 
ply of affordable homes and identifying 
better ways of doing so with a target of 
delivering 100,000 affordable homes 
over the Mayor’s eight years in office. 

■ Ensuring the London Fire Brigade 
can continue to meet their response 
time targets. 

■ The permanent re-opening of the 
former Olympic Stadium in the sum¬ 
mer of 2016 and support for the hosting 
of major sports events across all of the 
2102 legacy venues including the Eu¬ 


ropean Aquatics Championships. Plus 
the continued development of Olympi- 
copolis, a world class new cultural, sci¬ 
entific and educational centre for 
London at the Queen Elizabeth 
Olympic Park. 

■ Support for the new Mayoral Devel¬ 
opment Corporation for Old Oak and 
Park Royal, a once in a lifetime regen¬ 
eration opportunity for that part of west 
London which will deliver thousands 
of new jobs and homes. 

■ A continued focus on the creation of 
apprenticeships for young Londoners, 
particularly in the construction sector 
where demand is increasing.

Members of the public have until 
January 12 to comment on the draft 
budget, which is due to be considered 
by the London Assembly on 27 January 
and 22 February. 

■ The Mayor of London’s 2016-17 
draft Council Tax requirement is 
£756.5m - this being the total sum 


forecast to be collected from London¬ 
ers to fund GLA services. Under the 
proposal the total GLA precept will be 
reduced from £295 to £276 a year 
(Band D household) for residents of the 
32 boroughs - a reduction of £19 or 
6.4%. The Band D precept for taxpay¬ 
ers within the Corporation of London 
area - which has its own police force - 
is provisionally set at £69.21. 

■ The mayor’s proposed council tax 
precept comprises £566.5m to support 
the Metropolitan Police service, £138m 
for the London Fire Brigade and £62m 
for other services such as transport, the 
Olympic precept and the GLA itself. 

■ The mayor’s draft budget consists 
of allocations for the Mayor’s Office 
for Policing And Crime (Metropolitan 
Police), Transport for London, the Lon¬ 
don Fire and Emergency Planning Au¬ 
thority (London Fire Brigade), the 
London Legacy Development Com¬ 
pany (Queen Elizabeth Olympic Park), 
the new Old Oak Common and Park 
Royal Development Corporation, the 
core Greater London Authority and the 
London Assembly. 

■ The proposed total budget for the 
GLA Group for 2016-17 is £16.2 bil¬ 
lion.

Dementia charity’s new year action call

THE Alzheimer’s Society is call¬ 
ing on Londoners to spend more 
time with loved ones with demen¬ 
tia after a survey revealed that 
many believe there is no point in 
staying in touch. 

The society is making the appeal 
after discovering that 42 per cent of 
Londoners mistakenly think that people 
with dementia don’t benefit much from 
seeing loved ones they no longer recog¬ 
nise. 

But the Alzheimer’s Society says 
people with dementia benefit consider¬ 
ably from regular visits even if they do 
not know who is visiting them. 

“As the condition progresses, many 
people with dementia may find it diffi¬ 
cult to recognise faces of friends and 
family members, but they will still hold 
an ‘emotional memory’ which means 
they continue to feel happy long after a 
visit or experience that they may have 


forgotten,” said a spokesman. 

“Spending time with loved ones is 
important because it can stimulate feel¬ 
ings of familiarity, happiness, comfort 
and security. Staying connected and 
taking part in activities helps a person 
with dementia feel less isolated.” 

The survey of people affected by de¬ 
mentia found that more than half (54 
per cent) of people with the condition 
were no longer taking part in any or 
hardly any social activities. But they 
said that what would help them most 
was to stay connected is seeing family 
and friends more often, and having 
someone to help them take part in ac¬ 
tivities and hobbies . 

“Despite good intentions to stay in 
touch with a loved one with dementia, 
the lack of awareness of how important 
emotional memory is may mean that in 
their busy lives, people don’t always 
follow up on their intentions and over 
half of those living with dementia are 
left feeling isolated,” said the 
spokesman. 

Tim McLachlan, Operations Direc¬ 


tor for Greater London at Alzheimer’s 
Society, said: “After spending time 
with friends and family over the festive 
period, New Year can be a bleak and 
lonely time for people with dementia 
and their carers. It’s so important for 
people with dementia to feel connected 
throughout the year. 

“Spending time with loved ones and 
taking part in meaningful activities can 
have a powerful and positive impact, 
even if they have difficulty remember¬ 
ing the event itself. We’re urging peo¬ 
ple to get in touch with us to find out 
how we can help you stay connected 
through our local support services 
across London.” 

What is dementia? 

THE word dementia describes a group 
of symptoms that may include memory 
loss, difficulties with thinking, prob¬ 
lem-solving or language, and some¬ 
times changes in mood or behaviour. 

■ These changes are often small to 
start with, but for someone with de¬ 
mentia they have become bad enough 


to affect daily life. 

■ Dementia isn’t a natural part of age¬ 
ing. It occurs when the brain is affected 
by a disease. 

■ There are many known causes of de¬ 
mentia - probably more than 100. The 
most common types are Alzheimer’s 
disease and vascular dementia. Some 
people have a combination of these, 
known as mixed dementia. 

■ It is estimated that there were around 
850,000 people in the UK with demen¬ 
tia in 2015. 

■ The chance of developing dementia 
increases significantly with age. One in 
14 people over 65 years of age, and one 
in six people over 80, has dementia. It 
is more common among women than 
men. 

■ More than 40,000 younger people 
(under the age of 65) in the UK have 
dementia. This is called early-onset or 
young-onset dementia. 

■ Diagnosing dementia is often diffi¬ 
cult, particularly in the early stages. 
The GP is the first person to consult. 
The GP may then refer the person 


being diagnosed to a specialist such as 
a consultant. 

■ Assessments can include conversa¬ 
tions with the person being diagnosed 
and those close to them, a physical ex¬ 
amination, memory tests and/or brain 
scans. 

■ The Mini Mental State Examination 
(MMSE) is the most commonly used 
test for complaints of memory prob¬ 
lems or when a diagnosis of dementia 
is being considered. 

■ Becoming forgetful does not neces¬ 
sarily mean that you have dementia. 
Many of us notice that our memory be¬ 
comes less reliable as we get older. It 
can also be a symptom of stress or de¬ 
pression. In rare cases, dementia-like 
symptoms can be caused by vitamin 
deficiencies or a brain tumour. 

■ Even if the diagnosis is dementia, 
there is lots that can be done after a di¬ 
agnosis to support someone to live well 
with the condition. 

■ Some of the first signs of 
Alzheimer’s include lapses in memory 
and problems finding the right words.

Angry residents 
oppose plans for 
Nine Elms Bridge

FEWER than two per cent 
of the residents of Pimlico 
are in favour of the much- 
opposed Nine Elms Bridge, 
which could turn the quiet 
area into a cycling track for 
more than 60,000 riders 
every week. 

More than 200 people packed 
a meeting at St George’s Square 
of the South Westminster Resi¬ 
dents Against Nine Elms Bridge 
and most of them blasted the 
proposed plan to build the 
bridge that will cost Londoners 
£100 million. 

When there was a call for a 
show of hands of those who 
wanted the bridge, only two 
hands went up. 

Peter York, chairman of the 
anti-bridge campaign, said the 
crossing “has nothing to do with 
Londoners, but clearly is a de¬ 
velopment for foreign investors 
and global elites, who are using 
Nine Elms as investments”. 


Mr York pointed out that the 
meeting in St Saviours Hall had 
been snubbed by key players in 
the project; Wandsworth Coun¬ 
cil leader Ravi Govindia, the 
bridge architects, the mayoral 
candidates and the Chairman of 
the Mayor’s Bridge Design 
committee had all been invited, 
and none were able to attend. 

St George’s Square resident, 
businessman Tony Hambro 
spoke of “the ruination of the 
quiet residential Pimlico Oasis 
with unavoidable damage to 
Pimlico Gardens’ trees and 
lawns”. 

Mr Hambro warned that the 
bridge would turn St George’s 
Square into “a 9,000-a- day 
cycle track, all for the benefit of 
foreign developers and the new 
US Embassy, and without con¬ 
sultation of Pimlico residents”. 

He added that Transport for 
London’s feasibility study and 
press release implied that the 
cost to Londoners would even¬ 
tually be about £100m. TfL’s es¬ 
timate of journey time savings 
worth precisely £91.5m was, he 
said, “deceitful rubbish”. 


“The bridge makes no eco¬ 
nomic sense, and if its aim is to 
encourage exercise, then surely 
it would be better to cycle or 
walk a bit further using existing 
bridges?” said Mr Hambro. 

Battersea architect Keith Gar¬ 
ner said Wandsworth Council 
had made a poor case for this 
bridge, “because the new Nine 
Elms development does not 
contain any major new attrac¬ 
tions such as a new museum or 
gallery, sporting facility, or uni¬ 
versity department, which 
would give Pimlico residents an 
incentive to use the bridge”. 

“All Ravi Govindia of 
Wandsworth can offer is the 
chance to use the new Wait- 
rose,” said Mr Gamer. 

Westminister councillor An¬ 
gela Harvey told the meeting 
that a public inquiry into the 
plan for the bridge will start on 
January 18 at the Town Hall and 
urged all residents to express the 
huge local opposition to the 
scheme as Wandsworth Council 
has still to submit a planning ap¬ 
plication and technical and en¬ 
vironmental analysis report. 



The meeting also heard from 
Lise Cox, who had been one of 
the few chosen for a Residents’ 

Review Panel by Wandsworth 
consultants Colander Associ¬ 
ates. 

She described the “totally ir¬ 
regular procedures”, the issuing 
of a gagging order under “the 
fallacious excuse of EU pro¬ 
curement regulations”, meetings 
cancelled, and how she was then 
disinvited when she refused to 
sign the order. She described the 
process of consultation as “a 
farce”. 

A trustee of the Boating Base 
described how there had been 
no consultation from the devel¬ 
opers, and how the bridge plans 
were vague. He said it was clear 
that the base will be damaged 
and the design will affect the 
very strong tidal flow, endan¬ 
gering children in their boats. 

Millie Esposito introduced 
herself as a representative of 
Lambeth residents, as Chair of 
the Heman’s Estate. 

“They are all opposed to the 
bridge, and have not been con¬ 
sulted,” she said. “Our estates 
do not want our community and 
privacy invaded by streams of 
bridge users channelling their 
way through.” 

Residents also deplored the 
consequential loss of Pimlico 
Gardens, with John Gibson’s 
1836 marble statue of William 
Huskisson MP, the first UK rail¬ 
way fatality, and the 1915 Su- 
perintendant’s House, along 
with the dog park in St George’s 
Square. 

This, they said, “would be a

top teams in the world.” 

Football For Unity began last 
year when Dr Talwar set up the 
scheme to encourage teenagers 
at risk to Islamist radicalisation 
and gang culture to take up 
football. Through the game 
children and young people of 
different faiths, ethnicities and 
cultures are brought together as 
one united British community. 

Since starting in April with 
10 players, the scheme has ex¬ 
ploded into London’s new teen 
sensation - driven by avid en¬ 
thusiasm on social media, Foot¬ 
ball For Unity now has more 
than 1,400 players aged 10-17 
who come from all over Lon¬ 
don to train three times a week 
in Southall. The Football For 
Unity scheme has won backing 
from world leaders including 
President Obama, Prime Minis¬ 
ter David Cameron, Pope Fran¬ 
cis and soccer idol Diego 
Maradona, all of whom want to 
see the youth-unifying scheme 
rolled out across the UK and 
around the world. 

Now with leading interna¬ 
tional teams joining the project, 
organisers say there are great 
opportunities ahead for London 
teenagers. 

“I am 100 per cent certain 


that some of our players will 
now find a future with some of 
the world’s best clubs,” said Dr 
Talwar. “I’m delighted that 
through our co-founder Marcus 
Faraji and the club’s director 
general Herman Robles Gonza¬ 
lez, Atletico Madrid has 
launched the trials programme 
and I’m thrilled to now be in 
talks with the other top sides 
about them joining too. 

“This is a fantastic opportu¬ 
nity for our youngsters, we are 
hunting talent among kids who 


never thought that they ever had 
a chance. This is making 
dreams come true and giving 
hope to our young players - one 
day some of them may be play¬ 
ing in the World Cup.” 

Following its huge success of 
in London, the scheme is now 
going nationwide with Football 
For Unity projects starting soon 
in Cardiff, Glasgow, Birming¬ 
ham, Bradford and Bristol.

FAR from the great who are now 
embroiled in the political row 
over the claims of “cronyism” in 
the New Year’s Honours are the 
good, Londoners who have been 
recognised with awards for doing 
more than their job - like Carmel 
McConnell, saviour of the capi¬ 
tal’s hungry children. 

The founder of Holborn-based Magic 
Breakfast, which delivers free healthy 
breakfasts to schoolchildren, has re¬ 
ceived the MBE for her services to 
school food. 

In announcing her award, the Govern¬ 
ment said: “In 2000, while researching 
a book she became aware of the growing 
problem of child poverty and child 
hunger in the UK. By July 2015, over 3 
million breakfasts had been delivered by 
the charity, and opportunities secured to 
raise the profile of child hunger in the 
morning. In 2001 she launched the pilot 
of the Magic Sandwich Project which 
involved bagels and cereals to five 
schools in Hackney and her personally 
delivering 700 breakfasts every week. 
By 2010 she expanded the charity from 
London to seven cities across the coun¬ 
try. By 2013, the charity was in 250 
schools, giving over 8,000 children a 
healthy breakfast and delivered over 6 
million breakfasts since it first began. 
The charity is set to reach a further 184 
schools nationally.” 

The BEM is awarded to another big- 
hearted charity worker, 83-year-old Mrs 
Nousha Pakpour-Samari, for services to 
the Ladies Creative Centre of Ealing and 
the West London community. 

The Government said: “Her dedica¬ 
tion to charity work started by support¬ 
ing homeless people within the Borough 
of Ealing by providing both food and 
Shelter at the Caspian Hostel which she 
runs. 

“In 1990 she set up the Ladies Cre¬ 
ative Centre (LCC), a charity which has 
been focused on women within the local 
community, promoting diversity, inclu¬ 
sion and empowerment as well as offer¬ 
ing classes such as English Language, 
Needlecraft, Cookery, Hair and Beauty, 
Arts and Crafts. 

“The LCC has had great success in 
giving local people confidence and a 
supportive environment in which they 
can flourish. She inaugurated an annual 
International Creative Day in 2006 
where members exchange ideas based 
on ‘Unity in Diversity’ which is the 
motto of LCC. In 2007 she founded the 
West London Dolls House Museum, 
which is visited repeatedly by large 
number families and local primary 
schools. She is also a stalwart of the 
Mayor of Ealing’s Charity Committee. 
She regularly organises fund raising 
events including a Knitwear Fashion and 
Arts and Crafts Shows.” 

The Chair of Kensington & Chelsea 
Tenant Management Organisation 
(KCTMO), Fay Edwards, has received 
the BEM for her services to the commu¬ 
nity in Kensington and Chelsea. 


Fay was elected to the board of Kens¬ 
ington & Chelsea TMO in 2010. Its role 
is to provide strategic direction for the 
organisation. With 10,000 homes 
KCTMO is one of the largest resident- 
led tenant management organisations in 
England, where residents used their right 
to manage their own homes. 

The company also manages its asset 
investment and works in partnership 
with the local council to deliver a shared 
vision of providing the best housing and 
communities in the country. The role of 
chair means that she has a leading role 
in a range of events from the annual res¬ 
idents ’ conference and AGM to being 
the TMO’s representative on the 
DCLG’s Tenants Leading Change proj¬ 
ect. She has invested substantial time 
and energy to the role, giving the Board 
a bigger profile and encouraging other 
people to take part in the company. 

She said: “I’m quite amazed and ho¬ 
noured to receive this award. It's been an 
absolute pleasure to serve on the Board 
of KCTMO, which I have chaired since 
2012, and I have enjoyed every minute 
of it. The TMO plays a very important 
part in the life of the whole community 
and I’m proud to represent it, doing 
everything I can in the interest of our 
residents.” 

KCTMO’s chief executive Robert 
Black added: “I’m delighted that Fay 
has received this much deserved honour. 
Under her leadership the Board has be¬ 
come more strategic and representative 
of the community, gaining the respect of 
both residents and the local council. As 
a result there has been increase in overall 
resident satisfaction with the company; 
increased attendance at the AGM; and 
more residents voting for TMO’s contin¬ 
ued management of the council’s homes. 
We couldn’t be more pleased for her.” 

Sir Roy Strong, the former legend of 
the Victoria and Albert Museum, has re¬ 
ceived the highest award and has been 
made a Companion of Honour. 

The Government said: “Sir Roy 
Strong has made an outstanding contri¬ 
bution to British cultural life. The 
youngest ever director of the National 
Portrait Gallery, he transformed its con¬ 
servative image. 

“Also the youngest director of the 
V&A, his exhibitions on the destruction 
of the country house, the future of our 
churches and a celebration of British 
gardening significantly boosted the con¬ 
servationist agenda over the last forty 
years. He has continued to write exten¬ 
sively on history, culture and garden de¬ 
sign; the garden he created in 
Herefordshire has been described as one 
of the most innovative formal gardens of 
the last fifty years. He has also served 
for 15 years as High Bailiff and Searcher 
of the Sanctuary at Westminster Abbey.” 

Ms Marine Hanson has won the MBE 
for services to young people and sur¬ 
vivors of abuse in Wandsworth. 

The Government said: “In 2004 she 
turned her back on a successful career as 
an international make-up and beauty 
therapist to establish a charity to help the 
unemployed and abused in the 
Wandsworth area of London. 

“Her charity STORM (Support, Trust, 
Opportunity, Rebuilding, Motivation) 


has helped hundreds of people to rebuild 
their lives. The organisation helps single 
parents by providing free classes in nu¬ 
meracy and literacy, a job shop and a 
help line to get them back to work. 

“She also helps new immigrants to 
find work and provides similar support 
for victims of domestic violence. Gang 
culture is her biggest concern so she pro¬ 
vides an initiative to encourage young 
people to get their lives back on track. 
Having seen the importance of her work 
in the area Wandsworth Council have 
given larger premises so that they can 
expand their operation. She has also es¬ 
tablished an annual Peace Concert 
which is sponsored by Wandsworth Po¬ 
lice as it strives to fight gang culture. 
Her work in the borough has led her to 
wanting to do more for the community. 
In May 2014 she was elected as a local 
councillor and she has been able to bring 
her experience from STORM to help the 
council in its decision making.” 

Fulham-based Rekha Mehr Baker re¬ 
ceives the MBE for services to enter¬ 
prise. 

The Government said: “She became 
an entrepreneur when her passion for 


baking was reignited after a trip to India 
in 2010. She set up Pistachio Rose, a 
small, Fulham-based, Indian-inspired 
bakery, creating high-end authentic 
cakes and desserts. She took the best of 
British biscuits and cakes and delicately 
infused them with quintessential Indian 
flavours. By 2012 she was hailed as one 
of the top five biscuit makers in London, 
which led to her launching a range of 
biscuits and cakes in Fortnum and 
Mason and exhibiting at the Good Food 
Show. 

“She is a key advocate of the benefits 
of mentoring, supporting the British 
Bankers Association’s Mentorsme proj¬ 
ect, giving her the confidence to make 
her own decisions and set realistic time- 
frames. She worked closely with the 
Government’s Women’s Business Coun¬ 
cil (WBC) drawing on her expert knowl¬ 
edge while drafting the WBC Report. 
She has offered her time and products to 
support charities such Action Against 
Hunger to provide children with the nu¬ 
trition and care they need, and Find Your 
Feet, helping families build a future free 
from poverty in Africa and Asia.” 

The BEM has been awarded to 66- 


year-old Ms Jane Pettigrew for a lifetime 
of service to tea production. 

The Government said: “For over 30 
years she has been a leading authority on 
tea, tea production and tea history. She 
started her working life as a teacher and 
later became proprietor of Tea Time Tea 
Shop in Clapham between 1983-1989. 

“During her first year she wrote a 
recipe book called Tea Time which has 
been re-released by the National Trust. 
The success of her book brought her to 
the attention of several hotels who hired 
her as a consultant to put a new face on 
their traditional afternoon tea service. 

“Her work has helped many other 
English tea companies either directly or 
indirectly. Since 1995 she has consis¬ 
tently contributed to Tea and Coffee 
World Journal and other periodicals. 
She also serves as contributing editor for 
Teatime magazine, the world’s largest 
circulating consumer magazine dedi¬ 
cated to the tea culture. Her training and 
advice has inspired and regenerated 
much of the UK tea industry. She has 
been involved with the Tea & Coffee 
Museum and been a judge for the Tea 
Council.” 

The MBE goes to Tim Sigsworth, 
chief executive of the Albert Kennedy 
Trust, for services to homeless young 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgendered 
people. 

The Government said: “He has ad¬ 
vanced equality for lesbian, gay and bi¬ 
sexual (LGBT) people nationally, with a 
particular focus on protecting vulnerable 
young people living in crisis. He has a 
long history of campaigning for equality 
for LGBT people. His early work at the 
Lesbian and Gay Foundation ensured 
that the valuable services provided to 
lesbian and gay people in the north west 
was strengthened, maintained and grew. 

“Since heading the Albert Kennedy 
Trust (AKT - a voluntary organisation 
created in 1989 to serve LGBT young 
people who are homeless, living in a 
hostile environment or in housing crisis) 
in 2007 as chief executive, he has over¬ 
seen the development of a range of pro¬ 
grammes providing direct support to 
thousands of vulnerable young LGBT 
people who find themselves homeless, 
and often vulnerable to sexual exploita¬ 
tion. AKT provide an important service 
as many young people will not use 
mainstream provision for fear of homo¬ 
phobia or transphobia from other service 
users or even the service itself.” 

For services to London’s Greek com¬ 
munity, Mrs Agatha Kalisperas of the 
Marylebone-based Hellenic Centre re¬ 
ceives the BEM. 

The Government said: “She has 
worked for the Hellenic Centre as a Di¬ 
rector from 1997, with her small team of 
staff she has organised many successful 
cultural events, not only attended by the 
Greek community but to a very large ex¬ 
tent by non-Greeks. She has provided a 
platform for young individuals to show¬ 
case their talents and people of all back¬ 
grounds to congregate at the Centre. 
Events include exhibitions, language 
classes; concerts and lecturers by distin¬ 
guished speakers from the UK and 
abroad, with almost all events free to the 
public. The centre is an independent 
charitable organisation solely replying 
on fundraising. She developed a venue 
hire system to fund the Centre, which 
enabled companies and organisations to 
hire rooms during the day. Due to her 
fundraising efforts she has been able to 
maintain the Centre, raising money for 
not only cultural programmes but also 
for building maintenance.” 

The MBE has been awarded to former 
Met PC Michael Smith, who founded 
Word 4 Weapons, an award-winning, 
faith-based organisation which counter¬ 
acts knife and gun crime by collecting 
weapons at secure bins across the capi¬ 
tal. There are now 25 weapons bins in 
London and since 2007 Word 4 
Weapons has collected more than 11,000 
weapons that have been voluntarily 
handed in.

THE capital’s first festival of 
light will soon bleach the win¬ 
ter darkness when Lumiere 
London brightens the city like 
never before. 

With 3D projections, interactive 
installations and other extraordi¬ 
nary light works, the free festival 
will make the West End shine over 
four evenings from Thursday 14 to 
Sunday 17 January, switching on 
from 6.30 to 10.30pm. 

“More than 20 international 
artists will illuminate some of the 
city’s most iconic buildings and lo¬ 
cations, to present a major outdoor 
showcase of creativity that under¬ 
pins London's status as a world 
leading cultural destination,” said a 
spokesman for Mayor Boris John¬ 
son. 

Transforming London’s urban 
landscape and architecture from 
Leicester Square to Piccadilly, St 
James’s, Carnaby Street and Ox¬ 
ford Circus to the German Gymna¬ 
sium and Granary Square at King’s 
Cross, the dazzling illuminations 
from producers Artichoke will re¬ 
veal some of the capital’s hidden 
secrets and bathe London in a com¬ 
pletely new glow. 

Since 2009 Artichoke has been 
staging Lumiere in Durham, where 
its light show has been attracting 
ever-growing audiences. It has also 
exhibited in Londonderry and Por¬ 
tugal to much acclaim. 

“Artichoke is passionate about 
the possibility of light and how it 
can transform urban environments. 
Lumiere London will be no differ¬ 
ent, you should prepare to be daz¬ 
zled,” said a spokesman.

■ Garden of Light, TILT (France). 
TILT’s exotic garden of giant illu¬ 
minated plants will bring tropical 
summer to dark January nights in 
Leicester Square, one of London’s 
premiere entertainment spots. Sup¬ 
ported by Heart of London Busi¬ 
ness Alliance. 

■ 1.8 London, Janet Echelman 
(US), a vast billowing aerial sculp¬ 
ture constructed from thousands of 
feet of knotted twine and sus¬ 
pended at Oxford Circus. The 
sculpture is inspired by the 2011 
Japanese Tsunami. 

■ Shaida Walking 2015 by Julian 


Opie (UK), installed on Broadwick 
Street, opposite Carnaby Street. 
Supported by Shaftesbury PLC. 

■ Aquarium, Benedetto Bufalino 
(France). A defunct red phone box 
in Mayfair becomes a living aquar¬ 
ium filled with goldfish. Supported 
by The Grosvenor Estate. 

■ Les Voyageurs, Cedric Le 
Borgne (France). Le Borgne’s 
larger than life human figures will 
appear like guardian angels on and 
around buildings in the St James’s 
area. In partnership with The 
Crown Estate.

Symbol of freedom 
defies the terrorists

A GIANT symbol of defi¬ 
ance against Islamist ji- 
hadists is to be built in 
Trafalgar Square. 

The 50ft replica of an an¬ 
cient stone arch in Syria be¬ 
lieved to have survived an Isis 
bombing campaign will stand 
as a monument to a free world 
when it is erected in April to 
coincide with World Heritage 
Week. 

The original 2,000-year-old 
archway may be all that re¬ 
mains of the Temple of Bel in 
the city of Palmyra, which was 
all but levelled by the terror 
group last summer. 

Now the Oxford-based Insti¬ 
tute of Digital Archaeology is 
planning to build a lightweight 
replica in the shadow of Nel¬ 
son’s Column. 

In August 2015, Isis exe¬ 
cuted Khaled al-Asaad, an 82- 
year-old archaeologist who had 
tended the ancient ruins of 
Palmyra for 40 years. Accord¬ 
ing to Syria’s antiquities chief, 
Maamoun Abdulkarim, al- 
Asaad was beheaded and his 
body was hung in public. 

Later that month, a week 
after Isis detonated explosives 


in Palmyra’s ancient Baal 
Shamin temple, the United Na¬ 
tions released satellite images 
confirming that the organiza¬ 
tion had also reduced the Tem¬ 
ple of Bel to rubble. 

Only the perimeter wall and 
the entrance arch, badly dam¬ 
aged, were left standing. The 
United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organi¬ 
zation, which had named 
Palmyra a World Heritage Site, 
called the temple’s destruction 
“an intolerable crime against 
civilization”. 


IDA executive director 
Roger Michel, said the replica 
arch, which will stand in front 
of the National Gallery, “is re¬ 
ally a political statement, a call 
to action, to draw attention to 
what is happening in Syria and 
Iraq and now Libya.” 

“We are saying to them ‘if 
you destroy something we can 
rebuild it again.’ The symbolic 
value of these sites is enor¬ 
mous.” 

Another replica of the arch 
will be erected in New York’s 
Times Square. 


Free rides follow Oyster card blip

PASSENGERS using London’s 
transport network last weekend 
travelled for free after a techni¬ 
cal glitch meant they were un¬ 
able to use their Oyster cards. 

Experts explained that a card 
reader fault affected buses and 
Tube stations earlier. Passengers 
were waved through barriers 
free of charge by Transport for 
London staff. 

But Saturday’s failure, report¬ 
edly connected with a fare in¬ 
crease, did not prevent people 
using the Tube, bus and rail net¬ 
works. 

TfL said the problem, which 
began at 4.30am, was later re¬ 
solved. 

TfL said it was the first such 
problem with the card readers in 
10 years and the glitch was 
linked to a 1.1 per cent increase 
in fares overnight. 


About 100,000 free journeys 
are believed to have been made 
between 4am and 10am, which 
TfL estimated to be worth about 
£250,000 in lost revenue. 

A spokesman told the BBC: 
“Customers should now touch 
in and out as normal. 

“Anyone charged a maxi¬ 
mum fare due to this issue will 
get an automatic refund credited 
to their Oyster card early next 
week. We apologise for this dis¬ 
ruption.” 

People using pay-as-you-go 
Oyster cards were able to travel 
for free while the card readers 
were down as the machines 
were unable to deduct the cor¬ 
rect fare from the pre-paid 
cards.

ONE of two London writers 
could be £33,000 better off 
next week when the winner 
of the DSC Prize for South 
Asian Literature is revealed. 

On the shortlist of six writers 
contending for the best South 
Asian fiction are Mirza Waheed 
for The Book of Gold Leaves. 
Mirza Waheed’s debut novel, 
The Collaborator, was an inter¬ 
national bestseller and was book 
of the year for The Daily Tele¬ 
graph, New Statesman and Fi¬ 
nancial Times. 

Also shortlisted is Neel 
Mukherjee for The Lives of Oth¬ 
ers. His first novel, A Life Apart, 
won the Vodafone-Crossword 
Award in India and the Writers’ 
Guild of Great Britain Award for 
best fiction. 

The South Asian Literature 
prize was co-founded by London 
entrepreneur Surina Narula 
MBE. Her work in South Asia 
gave her first-hand experience of 
the working of South Asian soci¬ 


ety especially the undertones of 
poverty, illiteracy and dispropor¬ 
tionate wealth. 

Sir Mark Tully, the former 
BBC news veteran and chairman 
of the jury panel that selected the 
shortlist, said: “We have had to 
make difficult decisions because 
all the books on the very varied 
long-list could qualify for the 
shortlist. 

“Our final list still reflects the 
variety and vigour of South 
Asian fiction writing and writing 
about South Asia. One of the 
most striking features of the list 
is the quality of writing. The 
novels are also remarkable for 
their realism and for the way 
they convey atmosphere.” 

The winner will be announced 
at the Galle Literary Festival in 
Sri Lanka on January 16. 

Sir Mark was bureau chief of 
the BBC in New Delhi, is a his¬ 
torian and also wrote books on 
the Gandhis, Mother Theresa, 
Operation Blue Star (the assassi¬ 
nation of Indhira Gandhi).

The DSC Prize for South 
Asian Literature prides itself on 
a thorough and transparent judg¬ 
ing process and is modelled on 
global best practices. The jury 
panel is made up of eminent fig¬ 
ures who have all worked in or 
around South Asia and under¬ 
stand the fabric of the society 
needed to best judge the narra¬ 
tive around the texts. 

Sir Mark said: “I am particu¬ 
larly glad that a translation from 
a South Asian language into Eng¬ 
lish is included in the shortlist.” 

Another highlight of the prize 
is that writing in regional lan¬ 
guages is highly encouraged and 
the prize money is equally shared 
between the author and the trans¬ 
lator in case a translated entry 
wins. This works as a great im¬ 
petus for regional writers who 
often struggle to gain visibility 
on international shores. 

Speaking about the shortlist, 
Surina Narula, MBE and co¬ 
founder of the DSC Prize, said: 
“Once again we have seen some 
of the world’s greatest authors 
recognised for their fantastic 
contributions to the genre of 
South Asian literature.”

Happy birthday, Heathrow 


HEATHROW Airport marked a 
major milestone on New Year’s 
Day - the 70th anniversary of it 
becoming a commercial air¬ 
port. 

While the then newly named 
London Airport was officially 
opened on May 31, 1946, it 
was on January 1,1946 that the 
site - which was originally 
built for military use during the 
Second World War - was 
handed over to the Minister of 
Civil Aviation. 

The first commercial flight 
to leave on that day was a 
British South American Air¬ 
lines Lancastrian ‘Star Light’ 
which flew to Buenos Aires, 


with the first passengers flying 
from the airport in May. Keith 
Haywood, 87, who has worked 
at the airport for over 70 years 
and remembers pushing one of 
the first flights back, told re- 
poprters: “I feel very privileged 
to have seen Heathrow develop 
and grow from its first day in 
1946.” 

The airport will officially 
celebrate its 70th birthday on 
May 31 but a number of impor¬ 
tant anniversary moments will 
be recognised by colleagues, 
passengers and the local com¬ 
munity throughout the year. 

Heathrow chief executive 
John Holland Kaye said: “This 


is a significant milestone which 
marks the incredible transfor¬ 
mation of Heathrow. It has 
come a long way from being a 
military airfield to a national 
asset which is now a globally 
recognised brand. 

“I am very proud to be a part 
of ‘Team Heathrow’ and the 
75,000 colleagues helping to 
make every passenger’s jour¬ 
ney better. I’m looking forward 
to celebrating the history of this 
amazing airport this year but 
I’m also looking forward to the 
next 70 years as Heathrow aims 
to be the best connected and 
most environmentally responsi¬ 
ble airport in the world.”

River crossing inquiry date 


A MINI public inquiry into the 
Nine Elms Bridge river cross¬ 
ing plan will be staged by West¬ 
minster City Council later this 
month. 

The announcement comes 
after a petition signed by 1,500 
people was handed to council¬ 
lors at a full council meeting on 
November 11 last year. 

The hearing will be held at 
an environment committee 
meeting on January 18. 

Members from Wandsworth 
Council, which is behind the 
plans for the pedestrian and 
cycle crossing from Battersea 
to Pimlico in Westminster, 
Transport for London and other 


interested parties will be in¬ 
vited to attend and give evi¬ 
dence. 

In a letter to Wandsworth 
Council leader Cllr Ravi 
Govindia, environment com¬ 
mittee chairman Cllr Ian 
Adams wrote: “We would very 
much appreciate the attendance 
of representatives from the 
London Borough of 
Wandsworth, in order to hear 
from a range of witnesses with 
knowledge of the proposals.” 

The inquiry will examine the 
potential design of the crossing, 
its location and the consultation 
process. 

The meeting is scheduled to 


take place at Westminster City 
Hall. It is only proposed to last 
for the one evening but officials 
have indicated that the inquiry 
could be extended to another 
day if all the questions raised 
have not been answered during 
the meeting. 

Over the past year Westmin¬ 
ster Council has expressed a se¬ 
ries of reservations over the 
river crossing plans. It culmi¬ 
nated in calls from some quar¬ 
ters for the idea to be scrapped 
altogether. 

A competition to find a de¬ 
sign for the bridge was whittled 
down from 74 entries to four in 
July last year.

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Prince weathers 
storm of climate 
change criticism

CALLS are growing for the Gov¬ 
ernment to bring in Prince Charles 
as a special adviser on climate 
change as flood fury over years of 
inaction rises and a report reveals 
that London could be next. 

In the wake of the latest flood devasta¬ 
tion Ministers are set to listen a lot more to 
Charles in the future - not least as scientists 
have predicted that one in four London 
properties is at risk to flooding. 

The Prince of Wales has been warning 
for decades of the catastrophic effects of 
climate change like those experienced by 
the thousands whose Christmas was de¬ 
stroyed by flooding. He has cautioned 
against the lack of dredging rivers and has 
advised the mass planting of trees, which 
soak up excess water. 

But the prince, who has made himself an 
expert on the climate threat through 40 
years of study, was ignored and even 
mocked in the past for his dire predictions 
which have become grim reality. 

But now a new review of the nation’s 
readiness for the effects of global warming 


is to be ordered by the Government and it 
will take in all advice and opinion, includ¬ 
ing that of Prince Charles. 

As the authorities finally come to accept 
that climate change will mean wetter win¬ 
ters, Ministers are anxious to be prepared 
for the next deluge liker that which ruined 
homes and lives in Somerset, Cumbria, 
Lancashire and Yorkshire - not least be¬ 
cause of fears that a Super Rainstorm could 
sink the capital. 

One in four London properties, collec¬ 
tively worth around £250 billion, are at risk 
of flooding, according to official assess¬ 
ments of the dangers which listed ten of the 
top 25 most at-risk local authority areas 
across England and Wales as London bor¬ 
oughs. 

A little-noted flood risk assessment by 
the Environment Agency in 2013 showed 
that London boroughs dominate the local 
authorities with most properties in jeopardy 
from river and tidal flooding. 

Hammersmith and Fulham, Southwark 
and Wandsworth are among the most 
threatened. 

Another report, compiled by the Greater 
London Authority, suggests London has 
850,000 properties in areas at risk of sur¬ 
face water, river and tidal flooding. This 
ratio of one in four homes in risk areas is 


significantly higher than the national aver¬ 
age, which the environment agency says is 
one in six homes. 

The data put 69,000 properties at risk in 
Hammersmith and Fulham, 52,000 in 
Wandsworth and more than 100,000 in 
Southwark. 

Following the floods of this Christmas, 
one Minister was reported saying the flood¬ 
ing was a “once in a lifetime event” whilst 
other experts took the attempted to be reas¬ 
suring line that the flooding was “unprece¬ 
dented”, with the implication that it would 
not happen again. 

But now official opinion is swinging to¬ 
wards the Prince of Wales’s view, that 
precedent is an irrelevance because global 
warming means the world has changed and 
future weather conditions will be the like of 
what we have never seen before. 

Prince Charles laid out his argument that 
flooding is no flash in the pan when he ad¬ 
dressed world leaders at the recent climate 
change summit in Paris. 

He told the heads of government: “Your 
deliberations over the next two weeks will 
decide the fate not only of those alive today, 
but also of generations yet unborn. 

“So I can only urge you to think of your 
grandchildren, as I think of mine, and of 
those billions of people without a voice; 
those for whom hope is the rarest of sensa¬ 
tions; those for whom a secure life is a dis¬ 
tant prospect. 

“Most of all, I urge you to consider the 
needs of the youngest generation, because 
none of us has the right to assume that ‘for 
our today they should give up their tomor¬ 
row.’” 

Painting a darker picture than that 
sketched by most Governments, Prince 
Charles added: “On an increasingly 
crowded planet, humanity faces many 
threats - but none is greater than climate 
change. It magnifies every hazard and ten¬ 
sion of our existence.

“It threatens our ability to 
feed ourselves; to remain 
healthy and safe from extreme 
weather; to manage the natu¬ 
ral resources that support our 
economies, and to avert the 
humanitarian disaster of mass 
migration and increasing con¬ 
flict. 

“In damaging our climate 
we become the architects of 
our own destruction. While 
the planet can survive the 
scorching of the earth and the 
rising of the waters, the 
human race cannot.” 

Although the Paris settle¬ 


ment ended with international 
agreement that countries com¬ 
mit to keeping global warm¬ 
ing to “well below” the 
previous goal of a 2C limit, 
climate change scientists and 
eco-campaigners believe that 
Charles’s urgent foot on the 
pedal is needed because back¬ 
sliding is already going on. 

Amber Rudd, the Energy 
Secretary, admitted after the 
summit that there would be 
“no tough compliance” on 
countries that failed to carry 
out their own promises on 
greenhouse gas emissions. 


But as Charles warned 
those gathered at the summit 
- and the Christmas floods 
again proved him right - there 
can be no let-up now in the 
race to save the planet. 

He said: “The whole of na¬ 
ture cries out at our mistreat¬ 
ment of her. 

“If the planet were a pa¬ 
tient, we would have treated 
her long ago. You, ladies and 
gentlemen, have the power to 
put her on life support, and 
you must surely start the 
emergency procedures with¬ 
out further procrastination!”

Palaces serve up 
fun for the family 


F ollowing the decision 
by the Duke and Duchess 
of Cambridge that Prince 
George should follow his father 
and have Montessori nursery 
schooling, the 'Kate Effect' is 
expected to hit in again and 
cause other young parents to 
follow their example. 

The Duke and Duchess 
announced before Christmas 
that George will attend part- 
time at theWestacre 
Montessori in King's Lynn, near 
the family's home at Anmer Hall 
on the Sandringham Estate. 

The announcement has 
prompted many other parents 
of young children to ask, "what 
is Montessori schooling?"The 
Montessori schooling system, 
which was chosen by Princess 
Diana for both of her boys, was 
created in the early 1900s by 
Italian physician Maria 
Montessori, who developed an 
"innovate" way of learning 
where children learn through 
play. 

Montessori schools let pupils 
explore whatever interests 
them - a somewhat different 
system to the tests-obsessed 
regime favoured by other 
educationalists. 

The Montessori movement 
has more than 600 nurseries in 
the UK with more than 5,000 
students. 


Its core philosophy is based 
around freedom: students have 
the liberty to choose from a 
number of prescribed options. 
It promotes a "discovery" 
model, where pupils learn 
concepts from working on the 
material on their own rather 
than by direct instruction. 

Students also have freedom 
of movement within the 
classroom. Research has shown 
that five-year old pupils who 
attended a Montessori school 
are better prepared for reading 
and maths. 

For pre-schoolers and 
kindergarten children like 
Prince George, Montessori 
classrooms for children from 3 
to 6 years old are called 
Children's Houses, after 
Montessori’s first school, the 
Casa dei Bambini in Rome in 
1906. 

A typical classroom serves 20 
to 30 children in mixed-age 
groups, staffed by one trained 
teacher and an assistant. 
Activities are mainly initially 
presented by the teacher, after 
which they may be chosen 
more or less freely by the 
children as their interest 
dictates. 

Activities in Children's 
Houses are hands on, using 
tactile materials to teach 
concepts - to teach writing, 


children use sandpaper letters. 
These are letters created by 
cutting letters out of sandpaper 
and placing them on wooden 
blocks.The children then trace 
these letters with their fingers 
to learn the shape and sound of 
each letter. 

Prince George's new school 
was opened 23 years ago and 
has 27 children, whose parents 
pay up to £33 a week. The 
school is open on Mondays, 
Wednesdays and Fridays from 
9am to 12 and on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays from 9am to 2.45pm, 
during school term times. 

A fun time for Prince George 
at the school has been 
predicted by Claire Schofield, a 
director of the National Day 
Nurseries Association. 

She said:"Going to nursery 
will be a great move for Prince 
George. He'll be just over two 
and a half when he starts and at 
that age it's all about free play - 
sand and water, dressing up, 
painting and making things, 
just getting stuck in and 
getting messy. 

"Most nurseries invite new 
starters to play with a parent, 
and then on their own, a few 
times, before their first day at 
nursery. That allows the child, 
their parents and the nursery 
staff to get to know each other."

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B RITAIN’S funniest and bravest 
comedy favourite Billy Connolly 
returns to London this week for an 
extended residency, with the Big Yin 
vowing to be “dangerous” and “growing 
old disgracefully”. 

Billy, who is dealing with prostate 
cancer and Parkinson’s Disease, is 
bringing his High Horse tour to the 
Hammersmith Apollo for a long run which 
begins on Thursday (January 7). 

The residency, which has already been 
extended due to public demand to 
February 6 from its original end date 
January 23, promises to be a sell-out as 
thousands clamour for tickets to see the 
national treasure. 

But although Billy is now aged 73, he’s 
warning audiences not to expect him to 
have toned down his hilarious and frankly- 
speaking show. 

“After 30 years of stand-up comedy, I 
still find it every bit as frightening to get 
up in front of an audience,” he says. 

“For me it’s nerves, it’s all nerves and 
anger and coffee and being high that does 
it for me. I mean being high in the natural 
sense. I don’t turn on to go on stage but I 
do get very, very high when I’m up there 
and it suddenly happens - it’s almost a 
kind of spiritual thing, but this rush comes 
on you and if you can hold it all in and 
channel it, suddenly you’re funny.” 

Indicating what audiences should be 
anticipating in his show, Billy adds: “I 
never really became a man, which is 
probably why so much of my comedy still

revolves around bodily functions. 

“I remained a boy and all boys love it - 
underpants, willies, poo, knickers, bums.” 

But watch out if you’re sitting in a seat 
of power, because you could become a 
target of Billy’s award-winning wit. 

“There are some people I like to 
wound,” he says, “like church people and 
politicians, because they become 
untouchable. Sol love swinging the boot 
at those targets. I think they manipulate 
people terribly and I like to equalise it a 
wee bit.” 

He added: “I hope to grow old 
disgracefully. I’d like to be a complete 
nuisance, like Spike Milligan, a great hero 
of mine. I’d like to shout in church 
‘Rubbish! Explain!’ I’d like to be in the 
public gallery in Parliament shouting 
‘Tosh! Nonsense! Get a job!’ I really 
would. I’d like to go and show up those 
Scottish parliament types, I like to scream 
at nationalists whenever I can, I have a 
deep loathing of nationalists. 

“I don’t like patriots or religious 
weirdos, but I would like to be a nuisance. 
I would like to still be active, keep my 
mind active and still always stand for 
freedom and the things I really believe in, 
the things I believed in when I was a hippy 
and I still believe in now. 

“I don’t have ambition, I just want to 
keep honing the thing that I’ve got and 
make it better and better, that’s all. That’s 
the only ambition I have -1 just want to be 
very good at what I do, keep the standard 
high and stay dangerous.”

Although presenters are yet to be 
announced, rumoured favourites 
include former Pebble Mill presenter 
and Dartmoor resident Judi Spiers, 
top gardener Monty Don, zoologist 
Charlotte Uhlenbroek and wildlife 
filmmaker Liz Bonnin. 

T HE big star of 2016 is tipped to 
be William Shakespeare as this 
year the world marks the 400th 
anniversary of his death. 

TV producers are currently 
planning all manner of 
documentaries and dramas about 
aspects of the greater writer’s life - 
including exploring the claims that 
he was inspired by smoking 
cannabis. Whether the writer of King 
Lear was himself something of a fan 
of King Gear is a question that has 
arisen after traces of cannabis were 
found in four clay pipes dug up in 
Shakespeare’s garden at Stratford- 
Upon-Avon. Shakespeare lived in a 
time where all sorts of new plants 
and herbs were brought back to 
Europe from the New World and 15 
years ago a team of South African 
scientists performed forensic 
analysis on pipes found in Stratford 
which revealed that, measure for 
measure, The Bard and his 
neighbours were party people who 
enjoyed more than a Hamlet after 
dinner. 

Of the 24 fragments of pipe, eight 
contained traces of cannabis, four of 
which were from Shakespeare’s 
property. Two also contained traces 
of cocaine, but these were not found 
on his property. The discoveries 
were made by a team led by Francis 
Thackeray of the University of 
Witwatersrand in Johannesburg. 
Much debate is focused on lines 
from a short play called A Country 
Controversy , in which Shakespeare 
referred to an herb ‘that which 
maketh time itself wither with 
sondering.’ 

Professor Thackeray said: “I 
suggest this is a cryptic reference to 
cannabis, which is known to have the 
effect on the person smoking it of 
making time slow down.” 

A Channel 4 film on The Merry 
Weed of Windsor is believed to be 
scheduled for around the anniversary 
in April.

Young stars of future 
tackle brutal storyline 


A NEW production of 
Simon Stephen’s 
dark and disconso¬ 
late play Herons will open 
at the Lyric theatre in 
Hammersmith on January 
21 . 

Some 15 years after its first 
production, the disturbing and 
bmtal depiction of adolescent 
violence experienced by 14- 
year-old Billy will once again 
grace the London stage, but this 
time the play, directed by the 
Lyric’s Artistic Director Sean 
Holmes, will have a signifi¬ 
cantly different backdrop, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

I was given the opportunity 
to watch a rehearsal and met 
some of the astonishingly tal¬ 
ented young performers. 

The lead role of Billy will be 
played by Max Gill, who im¬ 
pressed as Fat Sam in the 
Lyric’s acclaimed production 
of Bugsy Malone earlier this 
year. His character is tormented 
by a gang whose campaign of 
menace increases as the story 
unfolds. Under the tutelage of 
acclaimed director Sean 
Holmes, the three gang mem¬ 
bers have had to fully explore 
their motivations for their bru¬ 
tal actions and have relished 
the opportunity of working as 


part of what is expected to be a 
monumental production. 

Moses Adejimi, Ella 
McLoughlin and Billy 
Matthews play the harriers, and 
although they remained tight 
lipped about the exact details, 
they told me a bit about the 
plot. Moses said: “It’s a com¬ 
pletely different take on the 
play. Simply because it was set 
in a very specific place, Lime- 
house in London. We’re taking 
that away and setting it in a dif¬ 
ferent universe. Yeah, we’re re¬ 
ally playing with it.” 

Billy Matthews plays gang 
leader Scott, whose brother has 
committed some horrific 
crimes in the previous year. 
The atrocities were witnessed 
by the father of the play’s pro¬ 
tagonist and resulted in Scott’s 
brother being sent to prison. 

Billy tells me: “The story is 
basically about a 14-year-old 
boy called Billy and he lives by 
this kind of floodgate and in¬ 
dustrial water place. A year 
prior to the play a girl is 
drowned and hit with rocks and 
sexually abused.” 

The third member of the 
gang is played by Ella 
McLoughlin, who grew up in 
Hammersmith and is excited to 
make her debut at the venue 
which formed a large part of 


her childhood theatrical educa¬ 
tion. Ella still lives nearby and 
explained a bit about the type 
of play audiences can expect. 

“It’s quite stylised I think. 
It’s definitely nothing like the 
original. The story is basically 
about this kid whose dad has 
seen a terrible thing, or it’s im¬ 
plied that he’s a witness.” 

After watching the cast 
warm up with some hilarious 
games of Ninja I was able to 
experience a real masterclass. 
Director Holmes’ guidance of 
the young actors is just a won¬ 
der to observe, with every 
ounce of dramatic flair ex¬ 
tracted from each performer in 
what is a truly powerful and 
quite disturbing sequence. I 
won’t spoil any of the setting 
for you but let’s just say, it’s 
certainly going to pack a 
punch. 

Billy summed up his expec¬ 
tations for the production. 

“I’m looking forward to the 
surrealism of it. I think the au¬ 
dience are going to love it. Ex¬ 
pect it to be sharp, shocking 
and slippery.” 

Herons opens on January 21 
and runs until February 13 - 
and is likely to be a production 
not to be missed.

Peter Pan Goes Wrong **** 

T HE Mischief Theatre 
Company have once 
again found the right 
(or wrong) formulae with 
their latest production, 
which this time sees the 
group tackle the JM Barrie 
classic, Peter Pan. 

Having had roaring success 
with The Play That Goes 
Wrong, which was recently fea¬ 
tured at the Royal Variety Per¬ 
formance, this sequel follows 
the same form of theatrical 
mayhem, as we see the original 
cast reunite to perform yet an¬ 
other disaster-ridden produc¬ 
tion, writes Nicky Sweetland. 

The new play sees the Com- 
ley Polytechnic Drama Society 
take on some even more techni¬ 
cally demanding staging with 
expertly delivered conse¬ 
quences as we see the group at¬ 
tempt to handle the hazards of a 
revolving stage and some ab¬ 
solutely priceless flying se¬ 
quences. 

Cue costume malfunctions 
and set collapses in scenes 
which are often reminiscent of 
the 1970s slapstick comedy se¬ 
ries Some Mothers Do ‘Ave 
‘Em, which starred a young 
Michael Crawford. 

The build-up to each catas¬ 
trophe makes it perfectly obvi¬ 
ous what’s going to happen and 
yet you can’t help but guffaw at 
the misfortune of the poor 
souls. 

As a long time supporter of 
local theatre, the show particu¬ 
larly appeals to me as I relive 
some of my own personal stage 
calamities. 

My absolute favourite part 
was the scene in the nursery 
prior to the adventure to Never- 
land where the children dis¬ 
cover that in the theatre it takes 
more than just happy thoughts 
and fairy dust to make you soar 
high over the auditorium. 

The show is very much an 
ensemble performance, with the 
team working as a complete 
unit in order for the intricate 
and elaborate mishaps to work 
with the apparent look of ease, 
and with the story still being 
told in an engaging and charm¬ 
ing way. 

With numerous pantos to 
tempt you to part with your 
hard-earned cash this month, 
this might just be the best alter¬ 
native and one which I would 
definitely recommend. The reg¬ 
ular Christmas theatregoers 
will, I’m sure, see some hilari¬ 
ous parallels with the usual 
Yuletide offerings.

With lux¬ 
ury leather sofas and a contempo¬ 
rary design, my suite was bright 
and clean, and apart from a few 
wear and tear issues (these rock 
stars aren’t known for their rever¬ 
ence), the room was really quite op¬ 
ulent. 

Once I’d settled and had a bite to 
eat I popped down to the spa to be 
spoiled by the experts with a com¬ 
press massage. The professional 
therapists offer an extensive range 
of treatments, and will even put to¬ 
gether a tailored treatment package 
designed specifically for your 
needs, offering expert advice on 
your individual requirements. 

The massage I sampled encom¬ 
passes herbal compress techniques 
and offers several potential health 
benefits including stress relief and 
improved circulation as well as the 
carefully selected herbs providing 
antiseptic and anti-inflammatory 
properties. 

As an office based worker, like 
many people, I hold tension within 
my shoulders and neck, and so this 
was the area, which the therapist 
expertly targeted. I felt unwound 
and very chilled afterwards and 
then following a spell in the sump¬ 
tuous relaxing room I went to expe¬ 
rience the spa itself. 

Decorated to the very highest 
specification, the spa offers every¬ 
thing you would expect from a lux¬ 
ury facility and more including 
London’s first Snow Paradise, 
chilled to -15*C. The cabin is de¬ 
signed to complement the spa’s hot- 


cold therapy, alternating between 
steam and ice environments with 
the sudden and extreme change in 
temperatures proven to stimulate 
body circulation and be highly ben¬ 
eficial to your immune system.

On the hot side, the Scandina¬ 
vian Sauna and Steam room gave 
some welcome warmth after the 
frozen hollow, while the aroma 
scented Sanarium with its gentle 
heat and reduced humidity, left me 
feeling cleansed and refreshed. 

As a true Aquarian though, my 
favourite part of the spa was the 
glass paneled hydrotherapy pool, 
which features stainless steel reclin- 
ers. 

It is set under a ceiling adorned 
with twinkling lights and following 
the massage, the warm bubbly 
water felt like just what I needed. 

Although I didn’t have the time 
to experience it, K Spa also offers 
something different, with their 
unique Sun Meadow room, de¬ 
signed to give you gentle light ther¬ 
apy to help relieve the symptoms of 
S.A.D. (Seasonal Affective Disor¬ 
der).

I F learning to cook healthy, 
wholesome meals is num¬ 
ber one on your New 
Year’s resolutions list, then 
help is at hand in the form of 
Donna Hay - Australia’s an¬ 
swer to Delia Smith. 

Hay, whose bestselling cook¬ 
books are famously filled with 
crisp, mouth-watering images, has 
just published The New Easy, 
which comes with the promise of 
“simple meal ideas that are big on 
flavour but low on fuss”. 

The mum-of-two has managed 
to incorporate “all the superfood 
ingredients” - like quinoa, chia 
seeds and kale - into her recipes, 
which are split into Weeknights 
and Weekends, so they’re perfect 
for those who are hoping to get 
back on the low-calorie wagon 
after indulging at Christmas. 

“Christmas wouldn’t be Christ¬ 
mas without a bit of 
overindulging, so there’s no need 
to beat yourself up about it,” says 
45-year-old Hay, who lost three 
dress sizes by switching to healthy 
eating and an exercise regime that 
includes running and stand-up 
paddle boarding. 

“I’m all about balance though - 
I know that if I’ve enjoyed quite a 
lot of great food and drink over the 
festive period, then I need to bal¬ 
ance it out a bit in the New Year, 
with a few extra kilometres on my 
run or a few more salads and meat- 
free days. 

“I don’t believe in extreme diets 
or cutting things out completely - 
just simply enjoying a great range 
of food that’s fresh, light and 
packed with vegetables and nutri¬ 
tious foods.” 

As a busy working mum, Hay 
knows how tough it can be to cook 
from scratch during the week, so 
she's used “lots of great time-sav¬ 
ing tricks” in the new cookbook. 

“A lot of the sweets are made 
with a dough or batter you can 
make in a food processor, or cakes 
you can make using a simple batter 
in just one bowl,” she says. “My 
food-processor carrot cake has be¬ 
come one of my go-to desserts. 

“In my recipes for weeknights 
and casual weekends, I’ve used 
clever store cupboard ingredients, 
like store-bought puff pastry to 
make gorgeous tomato tarts, or 
caramelised onion relish in a 
super-easy marinade for lamb. 

“There are lots of easy pastas 
with new flavours and a delicious 
chicken curry that you can leave to 
bake in the oven - just really easy 
but delicious meals.” 

Hay’s foodie career began as a 
writer and food stylist when she 
was 19. By 25, she’d become food 
editor for Marie Claire, and in 
2001, she launched Donna Hay 
magazine. Another decade on and 
she’d landed her first TV series 
and launched a cookware range, 
which she developed with Royal 
Doulton. 

She’s just opened a pop-up shop 
in Sydney selling her homewares, 
filming is under way for a new 
show, and Hay has plans for an¬ 
other cookbook later in 2016. 

All these demands on her time 
have been the driving force “to 
create cookbooks and recipes that 
are more about spending time with

GOATS CHEESE FRITTATA WITH 
ROCKET GREMOLATA 

(Serves 4) 

8 eggs 

250ml single cream 
250ml milk 

80g finely grated Parmesan 
Sea salt and cracked black pepper 


200 g soft goat's cheese or goat's 
curd 

2 tsp lemon thyme leaves 
For the rocket gremolata: 

90g rocket leaves, shredded 

20 g flat-leaf parsley leaves, finely 

chopped 

1 heaped tbsp finely grated lemon 
zest 

1 generous tbsp extra virgin olive 
oil 

Preheat oven to I 8 OC.T 0 make the 
rocket gremolata, place the rocket, 
parsley, lemon zest and oil in a bowl 
and stir to combine. Set aside. 
Place the eggs, cream, milk, parme- 
san, salt and pepper in a bowl and 
whisk to combine. Pour into a 1,5L 
ovenproof dish. Top the frittata 
with spoonfuls of goat's cheese and 
sprinkle with the thyme.

I DO love a veal chop, and helpfully, a lot of 
butchers are now selling ethically reared 
British veal. You don’t have to use a knife 
and fork for this big chunk of meat - you could 
just tear it apart with your fingers. 

Ingredients 

1 veal T-bone weighing about 600-700g 

2tbsp vegetable or corn oil 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

200g Jerusalem artichokes, peeled or scrubbed 

and halved 

A couple of good knobs of butter 
2tbsp capers 

A couple of sprigs of rosemary 
Method 

PRE-HEAT the oven to 180C/gas mark 5. Heat 
a heavy, oven-proof frying pan with a 
tablespoon of the vegetable oil, put the 
Jerusalem artichokes in, season and roast in the 
oven for about 15-20 minutes, turning them 
every so often until tender. 

Meanwhile, heat a ribbed griddle or heavy 
frying pan, season the veal and brush with oil. 
Cook for about 6-7 minutes on each side, 
depending on the thickness, keeping the veal 
pink. Put the pan of artichokes on a low heat on 
the stove, add the rosemary, capers and butter 
and heat through for a couple of minutes. 
Transfer the chops to warmed serving plates and 
spoon the artichokes, rosemary and capers over.

Guus believes

“I know there is a lot of quality in this 
squad, not just the starting 11, some 
youngsters too. 

“When a team is not doing well, it’s 
human nature to look for security and 
that is why we emphasised good, hard 
work, tactically in a defensive way. 
That means I don’t like to see a team 
drop back very far, in order to seek 
false security, but to look forward and 
to see the ball as soon as possible. 
When they get the ball, they know how 
to play.” 

Echoing Mourinho’s thoughts that 
new players are not needed in January, 
Hiddink said: “We don’t need to add to 
the quality of players, they are blessed 
by nature with big quality, but they 
have to know that once things are going 
not as we wish, we have to look for the 
causes.

His first taste of management came with his former 
club Partizan, who he led to consecutive league and 
cup doubles - a feat never before achieved in the 
club's history. After leaving Belgrade, he replaced 
Robbie Fowler at Thai outfit Muangthong United in 
2012 and immediately led them to the league title 
without losing a game. 

Short spells at Levski Sofia and Hercules followed, 
before he was appointed head coach of Watford in 
October 2014. He went on to lead the Hornets to 
promotion to the Premier League at the first time of 
asking - they were only denied the Championship 
title on the final day. 

After leaving Watford following a contract dispute in 
the summer he took up a similar role at Maccabi Tel 
Aviv, where he guided the Israelis to the group stages 
of the Champions League for the first time in 11 years.

Fulham chairman Shahid Khan spoke at length to 
the club's official website at www.fulham.co.uk about 
the long-awaited appointment that was confirmed on 
December 27, with Whites languishing 18th in the 
table: "To say that Slavisa came prepared during the 
interview process would be an understatement. His 
analysis of our club was impressive and his ideas were 
just what we wanted to hear. I'm confident that 
Slavisa will reverse our fortunes and bring to Fulham a 
winning mindset through the second half of the 
season and beyond. 

"All we need to remember is Slavisa has promoted a 
club from the Championship to the Premier League 
and has managed sides at the highest level of 
football. Slavisa is exactly the head coach we need. 

"I believe the term'head coach'has been 


misunderstood, although not by Slavisa, nor nearly 
every one of the other candidates we interviewed. 
Slavisa avidly embraces the concept of head coach, 
which is to be on the pitch, training, organising, 
planning and everything that comes in preparing for 
and leading the club on match day. 

"This doesn't mean he will have no say in player 
recruitment or squad assembly for the first team - he 
most certainly will, working with chief football officer 
Mike Rigg and his staff to ensure the best we possibly 
can that Fulham will field a starting XI that Slavisa will 
choose on match days and feels will be capable of 
winning. The concept of head coach simply means 
being hyperfocused on the pitch and team 
performance. 

"But please be assured, Slavisa will collaborate 
closely with Mike and his staff, as anyone would under 
the classic definition of manager. I know that Slavisa 
and Mike will mesh well as we turn the page on 2015."

“If the team is not willing to defend 
well or have the right balance, then you 
concede a lot of goals.

“I don’t give any guarantees about 
Costa’s attitude,” concedes Hiddink. 
“Because everyone has theii 
temperament and sometimes you can 
lose your temper. But I don’t have long 
conversations with him. I tell him, ‘II 
you try to exclude many influences and 
to be focused on what you are very 
good at, and not waste energy on silly 
things, then you will get what you 
want. 

“Fabregas has performed as we like 
to see him. He is good in the shorl 
passing too, very smart in the final 
pass.” 

Willian and Oscar also get a 
favourable mention from Hiddink as he 
attempts to raise players’ confidence. 

“Willian and Oscar are working 
hard,” he said. “Oscar is tackling a bit 
too. Sometimes they go over the top a 
bit in tackling, they don’t know how tc 
do it, but the attitude is OK. This 
allows their quality to come through. 
In the past half year, the efficiency ol 
this quality was very low.” 

“We talked about this in training, 
although it was not a big conversation.

T HIBAUT Courtois is abdicating 
himself from any personal 
responsibility for Chelsea’s decline 
this season and the sacking of Jose 
Mourinho - he has been out of the side 
for three months due to injury - but he 
firmly believes that a change of mentality 
from the players has brought about a 
revival of sorts. 

Belgium goalkeeper Courtois suffered a knee injury 
against Everton in September and has just returned to 
action for Blues, and was instrumental in the west 
Londoners’ 3-0 victory at capital rivals Crystal Palace 
on Sunday. 

“In the last weeks we have played some good 
football but sometimes we didn't get the result,” said 
the 23-year-old. 

“Against Crystal Palace there was the result and 
good football, so it was a good game. Obviously we 
can’t forget that Palace played without Connor 
Wickham, Yannick Bolasie or Yohan Cabaye but we

New manager needs time 


N EW Fulham head coach Slavisa 

Jokanovic knows it will take time to 
implement his style of football on the 

team. 

Wrapped in a woolen black and white scarf, 
the smart suited, 47-year-old Serbian saw 
Fulham lose 1 -0 against Sheffield Wednesday in 
his first game in charge at Craven Cottage on 
Saturday. 

Despite enjoying more than 70 per cent 
possession, Whites were beaten by a stunning 
long-range strike by Ross Wallace just before 
the half-hour mark. 

Coming just four days after a resounding 4-1 
home victory over struggling Rotherham 
United, which Jokanovic watched from the 
stands, this latest result leaves them in 19th 
place, six points and three places clear of the 
Championship drop zone. 

Even so, players and supporters alike are 
pleased that the west London club has finally 
appointed a man with a proven track record in 
English football's second tier, where he led 
Watford to promotion last season. 

"It's normal I'm disappointed with the result," 
Jokanovic said afterwards. "We played 60 


minutes of very good football but they scored a 
fantastic goal. It's frustrating but I'm not David 
Copperfield, I cannot fix problems, we have to 
try and find the right way for us. 

"You need to find the balance between attack 
and defence. We had 71 per cent possession but 
didn't make enough dangerous situations. 

We're a very good team with the ball but we 
need to improve without it." 

Messages on social media 

"I'm very happy, I'm very excited," he said. 
"Many Fulham fans have sent me messages on 
social media and I know they believe I can help 
them. They have accepted my appointment and 
I'm going to work hard. It was a disappointing 
day for me because we didn't win any points 
but it's exciting." 

Fulham are presented with a chance to exact 
immediate revenge when they face Sheffield 
Wednesday at Hillsborough in the third round 
of the FA Cup on Saturday. 

"This is not the time for talking about 
promotion, we need to be realistic," he added. 
"The simple thing for us is thinking about the 


next step and for us that's Sheffield Wednesday 
in the FA Cup. 

"We need to be brave, be strong and work 
hard. I need a little bit of time, I'm not a magic 
guy. But my team will soon start to understand 
my way, my philosophy and things will be 
better as we try to improve." 

So what do we know about the man who 
spent two years as a player with Chelsea 
between 2000 and 2002? 

As a young player in his native Serbia - or 
Yugoslavia as it was then known - Jokanovic 
enjoyed success at FKVojvodina and Partizan 
Belgrade before signing for Spanish club Real 
Oviedo in 1993, followed by Tenerife in the 
summer of 1995. In 2000 he helped Deportivo 
de la Coruna to their first-ever La Liga title. 

Chelsea then signed him for £1.7m, making 
more than 50 appearances across two seasons. 

After leaving Stamford Bridge, he finished his 
career at Spanish Segunda B outfit Murcia. 

Known primarily as a defensive midfielder, 
Jokanovic is one of Yugoslavia/Serbia's most- 
capped players, having represented his country 
on 64 occasions, scoring 10 goals.

futures too? 

“Yes, of course. We know we are responsible as well. 
We had team meetings where we said the same, ‘OK, 
the manager has gone, but we are responsible as well 
... we need to pick up our level because we are not 
playing good enough for a Chelsea player’. Now we 
are stepping up our game and that’s good.” 

So can the season end successfully? 

“Obviously, if you win the FA Cup or Champions 
League, it will be a positive. Maybe ‘success’ is a big 
word after not playing well until the last three or four 
games. But with the FA Cup or the Champions League 
it could still be a positive season and also if we end up 
in the top four or top six. 

Step by step 

“We have to go step by step. Some teams are close 
to each other and if we win against West Brom or 
Everton we could be eighth or ninth in a few weeks. 
Everything can go very fast, we just need to have the 
results. 

“We have to see. You know how it goes in the FA 
Cup - we can play any team. First we have Scunthorpe 
and we have to be prepared. It will be a hard game, 
there are no easy matches in England. After that you 
don’t know who you’re going to get. You could play 
the smaller teams and only face a big one in the final. 
But you can also be eliminated, like we were against 
Bradford City last year. 

“The FA Cup can go very fast. But hopefully we can 
win it and then the Champions League, you never 
know.” 

GUUS Hiddink is reluctant to speak about what 
caused Roman Abramovich to sack Jose Mourinho 
and reappoint him, albeit until the end of the 
season. 

The Dutchman is very politically astute and has 
taken a stance that what matters now is looking 
forward. But the causes of Mourinho’s demise are still 
firmly in his thoughts, if not his words. 

What changes has he made since coming back to 
SW6? 

“I've only been here for just three games,” said the 
69-year-old.
